héart attacks, and another 25
pér cant make good énough re-
covériés to lead, uséful if slight.

One study made by the U, 8,
Départment of Labor shows
that thére 1s very liitle différ-
éhce batween cardiacs and non-
cardiacs in work output, absén.

In geéneral, there Is evidénce
that work activity following ré
eovery from a heart attack
doés not 18ad to the progréss
of thée disease or detérioration
of the physical eondition.of the

heart. The basis for this bélief
is backed by the experience of
the Work Classification Unit,
founded in 1941 at Bellevue
Hospital .of New York  City,
which has studied the case his.
toriés of 580 persons with heart
disease, One-half of the pa.
tients studied had a heart con-
dition for five years and above
onety rd had it for more than
10 years. The great majority
had worked at their usual jobs
since their heart ailment was
discovered,

Bvén when working as usual,
thére was no Iimportant heart
change in 50 per cent of the pa-
tients, and there was an actual
improvement in 19 per cent, Of
the rémainder, it must be noted
that any group of people stud-
fed for a .number of years will
be décimated by death, and fre-
quéntly it is not the chronic
heart disorder that kills them.

Many authorities contend
that reasonable and consistent
physical exercise helps in the
prevention of some forms of
heart diséase, but it must be
méntioned that the extent of
physical activity must be condl-

tioned by the jud of a
physician, He alone can declde
whether a' patient's job is too
strénuous for the heéart condl.
tion or the damage that may
have been sufféréd,

Howeévér, evéen when the
working conditions are déemed
permissible for the patient, no
doctor cdn sét a precise date
ds to whén a patient is réady
for his job, nor is thére a ma.
chine or chémicl é8t whiol
nsan give a précise indication of
complete readiness for wor «,
To a gréat extént the déciaion
must be made by the patiént,
for he himaelf can best téll
when he feels physically fit to
réturn to ‘his job,, Much de
pends on a pérson's age, his
state of mind, and his motiva
tion—as well as the staté of his
heart,
